A List of the Buildings Burned, their 
Value and the Amount of 
Insurance. 



The steamer Potter, convoying I he 
Victoria lire apparatus and Chief Deasy 
and firemen, made a quick trip to 
.Seattle. She left the harbor at 11:30 
on Thursday night, and arrived ut her 
destination .shortly after five o'clock in 
the morning. The day dawned bright 
and beautiful, and as the steamer 
entered the harbor a scene of ruin and 
desolation met the gaze of the passen- 
gers. For nearly a milo along the water 
front and a quarter of u mile inland was 
one muss of smoking debris, here and 
there a crumbling wall or gaunt chimney 
marking the spot where had previously 
stood handsome business structures. Alt 
the wharves with their warehouses were 
consumed, with the exception of a 
couple of small docks in the southern 
portion, and at one of these, and along- 
side the Premier, the Potter tied up. 
The engines and hose cart were 
quickly taken ashore, but there was no 
need of them. The fire had done its 
work, and one of the busiest and 
brightest cities of the Northwest had 
been deprived of iti commercial and 
manufacturing buildings. 

The ascent to Front streel was by a 
steep embankment, and a couple of 
minutes' walk brought one to the point 
Where the fire began, in the wooden 
Denny building. The fire was caused 
by the explosion of a gasoline lamp, 
over which was being melted some glue, 
in Jim McGough's paint shop, corner of 
.Madison and Front streets. The pro- 
gress of the lite will be best understood 
from die following description, pub- 
lished in yesterday's edition of the 
Post-Intelliirencer : 

In an instant the whole paint shop 
was in flames, and the tiro burst through 
the door above before a single thing 
could be carried out of the room. 

The Denny block was a frame siruc 
lure, extending along Front street, from 
Madison lo Columbia, running back to 
the alley. The basement and hallways 
in the building seemed to serve as (lues 
todraw the flames, for black clouds of 
smoke poured from every window, door 
and crevice in the structure from one 
end lo the other, within live minutes 
from the time that the alarm was first 
given. 

COOKED EASY To CONQUER. 

The flames, however, had only burst 
from the north end of the building, and 
the lire department set to work to check 
the tire, which at this juncture seemed 
easy to control. Engine Co. No. 1 at- 
tached to a hydrant at the corner of 
Front and Columbia streets, and laid 
two lines of hose. Another stream was 
run from the hydrant at tho corner of 
Front and Columbia streets, and Engine 
Co. No. '2 took its place in the rear of 
the burning building and commenced 
pumping salt water. 

NO WATK.it TO 111'. HAD. 

A cheer rose from the crowd as the 
beat of engine No. 1 was heard, and two 
streams of water were turned on to the 
lire, but the cheer of hope died away in 
a wail of despair when after a few min- 
utes' pumping the streams became so 
weak that they did not reach the top of 
the building, showing that there was no 
water with which to light the liend of 
fire, which by this time had reached the 
centre of the building. 

Then it was that the possibility id' a 
general conflagration first struck the 
crowd, and every one set to work with 
a will. They broke into the stores in 
the block ami carried goods into the 
streets, where they were cast down in 
heaps. This work did not last long, 
however, for the lire, within twenty 
minutes from the time it. broke out, had 
reached from one end of the block to the 
other. 

A herculean effort was made to save 
the row of frame buildings on the east 
side of Front street, immediately oppo- 
site the Denny block: but no thought 
was given to the opera house block, 
which stood with its solid looking 
walls looking as if they could defy the 
flames. 

THE OPERA HOUSE REACHED. 

Suddenly came the cry "the opera 
house is on tire," and an arrow of flame 
shut up from the mansard roof of the 
building in answer to the cry. By this 
time the Denny block was in a seething 
sea of flume, and it was out of the ques- 
tion for men to stand in front of the 
wii.ll of fire to work on the opera house. 
The whole block of wooden buildings 
north of the opera house had by this 
time shared the general fate, and were 
fust, disappearing in lire anil smoke 
Virtually nothing could be done to save 
the opera house. Men tried to brave 
the intense hent from the burning row 
across the street, but were driven back 
with scorched faces and burning gar- 
ments. The very hose melted, ami the 
firemen wore forced to drag it bank and 
reach the fire from Second street 

CONTROLLING THE Mull. 

Up to this time Marshal Murphy had 
been the only heud of t he tire depart- 
ment; hut. Mayor Moran and Council- 
man Durie now appeared on the scene 
and attempted to bring order out of con- 
fusion. Parlies ware organized to carry 
guilds out of the buildings in the path of 
the flames, and bhe side streets in a few 
minutes were blocked with merchandise, 
Chief Butterfield swore in over 100 de- 
puties and instructed them to arresi 
every man found stealing, and in a few 
minutes the rabble had become a 'work- 
lug crowd, led by intelligent men. 

The flames hung unto the Denny 
block, and the tiroinon who covered the 
north end of the Colmail block, next to 
it on the south, could have checked 
them there had it not. been for the luck 
of water. At 3:30 the big Preston 
In ink and ladder truck came tearing up 
Front street, and turned up Columbia 
to sro around to the rear end of the Op- 
era House block; but before it had 



reached there the big building was a 
skeleton, with every window showing 
flume and smoke. 

SPREAD OK THE FLAMES. 

At -1 o'clock the flumes leaped across 
Marion .street and the Column block on 
the west and the Renig block on the 
oust side of Front were soon in the 
center of" the fiery sea. 

An effort was made at l o'clock to 
blowup the Column block by placing 
lnrge charges of dynamite and other e t- 
plosives under. its center, but it proved 
abortive, and the building burned from 
one end to the other. The explosions 
shattered the windows in the big brick 
blocks south of Columbia, and several 
persons wore badly cut by the fulling 
glass. At five minutes past 4 o'clock the 
Kenny brick block on the corner of 
Front and Columbia caught fire at the 
top. Engine No. I was then forced to 
pull nil and attach at the corner of 
Cherry street. Before u stream could 
be started again every building north of 
Columbia street was on til e. 

AT THUJAS FRANCISCO BLOCK. 

The San Francisco building was the 
next apparent barrier to the progress of 
the flames. Every window of the build- 
ing was curtained with heavy wet 
blankets. A charge of powder was 
placed under the White block across 
the street, but it did not move thohuild- 
ing, which in a few minutes caught on 
fire from the Keiiney block, the walls of 
which fell inward at 2(1 minutes to ."i 
o'ciock, sending up a cloud of sparks 
and burning brands that scattered over 
the roofs oi the adjoining blocks. Gen, 
J. B. Metcalfe led a party to the roof of 
tho building and a line of hose was soon 
raised by means of a rope. Again the 
terrible insufficiency of water bulked 
the herculean efforts of the workers. 
The water barely came from the nozzle 
of the ho.se and the tiro-fighters found 
themselves weaponless in the face of the 
terrible enemy. 

Several charges of dynamite were then 
placed under the corner of the Sun 
Francisco store, which by this time was 
on fire, but they failed to have any 
effect. All the powder in the city wus 
by this time expended and messengers 
were dispatched to the powder houses 
for more. 

LITTLE COULD BE SAVED. 

No efforts were made to save goods 
from the .San Francisco store; but from 
nearly every other building on the 
street, merchandise was curried and 
piled in the centre of side streets, and 
loaded upon drays which blocked the 
streets. 

A FRIGHTFUL SKA OK FLAMES. 
At 5 o'clock the scene became inde- 
scribable. The fire hud left the San 
Francisco store a mass of ruins, and had 
passed into the Union block adjoining. 
Cm the opposite side of the street every 
building wus on tire, and the heat wus 
so terrible that no more effort could be 
made to check the fire there. The side 
streets were bluck with people currying 
their possessions to places of safety. 
Goods piled in the centre of the street 
caught on fire from burning brands. 
The air was full uf flying boards, signs 
and goods thrown from the buildings. 

THE WINDS W A FT HOPE. 

At 5 o'clock the wind, which hud 
hitherto been blowing gently from the 
north, veered square around, and canto 
in fitful bursts from the south, beating 
buck the waj of tiro which had reached 
Cherry street on the east side of Front 
street, and which had been checked for 
a moment by the heavy walls of the 
Safe Deposit building. Again a hope 
wus entertained that the progress of tlie 
tiro in it-, southward course might be 
cheeked, but it wus short-lived. A mo- 
ment later a strong breeze from the 
northwest sprung up again, and ut 
twenty minutes past S o'clock the fire 
reached the Gordon Hardware Com- 
pany's block. Jn this building there 
was over thirty tons of cartridges, which 
went off in a perfect fusilade, continu- 
ing for over twenty minutes. In the 
Seattle Hardware Company's store ad- 
joining there wero over twenty tons of 
cartridges, and they commenced to ex- 
plode about the time that the din hud 
ceased from the other lot. 

It was exactly 7 o'clock when the tire 
jumped Cherry street, and it wus only 
twenty minutes Inter that it reached 
the southern end of the block. 

EASTWARD TO SECOND STREET. 

After leaving the opera house the tire 
not only moved" southward but swept 
eastward to Second street. This wus 
about 4:20, nearly two hours after the 
flames first burst forth. 

The first building to ignite wus the 
two-story frame on the corner of Sec- 
ond and Marion, occupied by Harris & 
Greenus, sign painters, on t lie lower 
floor, and Mrs. Story, music teacher, in 
the second story. The building wus 
consumed in half an hour from the time 
of igniting and the flumes hud nearly 
enveloped Pieser's studio adjoining. 

Tho Haller block, frame, one story, 
corner Second and Columbia, wus reach- 
ed in an incredibly short, time and soon 
razed to the ground. This structure 
was occupied by -). A. Ames, job print- 
er; Mrs. Lynch, dressmaker; A. Fisken, 
stationery; McLaughlin & Bridges, 
hardware. These linns lost all except 
the small moveables which could be re- 
moved before the flames reached. 
Boyd's photograph gallery, on the op- 
posite corner, was next enveloped. Tin- 
buildings in this block— the Northern 
Pacific Land Company's office, St. 
Charles hotel and the building occu- 
pied by tiie Congress saloon, were swept 
away. 

SAVING Till: BOSTON BLOCK. 

The Boston block, opposite Boyd's 
gallery, one of the finest, structures in 
the city, wus in imminent danger for 
some time, the frames being ignited, 
but the timely assistance of a number of 
spectators prevented destruction. Two 
bucket brigades were formed— one ex- 
tending up the front stairs to the fourth 
story, and the other reaching across Co- 
lumbia street, up the side entrance to 
the second flat. The building caught 
from tho adjoining wooden strtcturo, 
occupied by J. S. Edwards, which was 
destroyed, The windows in the front 
were smashed, and t he plastering some- 
what injured by water, The structure 
would undoubtedly have been consumed 
if the bucket brigades hud not been or- 
ganized, as the efforts of the lire depart- 
ment wore now directed altogether to 
•laving the Front street bricks. 

The Colonial block, northeust corner 
of Second and Columbia streets, was 
ablaze severul times, but thu efficient 
service of the brigade wus again called 
into action, and the building was saved. 
No damage save the Hooding of the 
building nnd broken glass resulted. 

The buildings on Second, between 
James and Cherry, caught at 5 p. ni, 
and were destroyed in about half an 
hour. This left the wny clear for the 
Occidental, which the flames reached at, 
about o:li"). 

Tin: FIRE TRAVELS NORTH, 

The Humes hud swept down Front 
street nearly to .Marion before they 
crossed to the north side of Madison. 
The Commercial mills were in a muss of 
flames at .'I o'clock, and the fiery Hood 
swept up under the whurting, first at- 
tacking the blacksmith shop. One 
st renin of water war being played upon 
the Times building, but R was futile, us 
the tire soon broke out in every part of 
tho block. Meanwhile the WftrollOUSOS 
and whole whurving on the northern 
side of Madison were igniting. From 
this point up Front and back to the 
water edge the flames surged in living 



n aves without any attempt being made 
to check them other than futile efforts 
with buckets nnd garden hoso. Ware- 
house after warehouse fell in with a 
crush, and the wooden business blocks 
on both sides of the streel rapidly going 
down before the firey tempest. The 
excavation for tho Holyoko block, Front 
and Spring streets, checked tho progress 
on tile east side of the street, and un- 
doubtedly saved the next block nnd the 
residence portion of Second and Third 
streets, henond Spring streel. On the 
west side to the water's edge was one 
great fiery nnuldroii, 

Starr brick block was in Humes at 
."ii.'il) and all south of it destroyed. The 
lire was confined by this building for a 
time, hut swept in back through the 
mills and warehouses, and again reached 
Front street by the burning of the Ore- 
gon house and' electric light works. 

THE FLAMES CHECKED. 

The tire ut the north end was finally 
checked at University street. A few 
doors south of University, on Front, 
stands a story and a half frame house 
owned by Jacob Levy. A bucket brig- 
ade wus formed, and with the aid of 
water, supplied from A. A. Denny's 
house, oil attempt wus mude to save the 
building. Levy's friends were enthusias- 
tic and rallied' to his support and in a 
short lime there wero from sixty to 
seventy men engaged in carrying and 
pouring water on the house. One. man 
who stood in the crowd and watched 
the bucket brigade work offered to bet 
S100 against §10 that the house would 
not he saved. The bucket brigade 
worked with a will, anil although the 
littIehou.se was on tire fifty times be- 
tween tl anil S o'clock, it was finally 
saved. While the bucket brigade wan 
engaged iu saving Mr. Levy's house the 
firemen threw the burning sidewalk on 
the west side of the street over the 
cliff. The planking in the roadway was 
ripped up, and there was no more 
food fur the flames. On the west 
side of Front street, at University, 
down mi a level with the docks, is the 
foundation of the Gilmore building. This 
was not Inflammable, and the tire could 
do nothing with t he bare brick and mor- 
tar. On the north side of University 
street, for a block from the outer wharf 
line, is a water block. This stopped 
the tire here. Two trucks of the Seat- 
tle, Luke Shore & Eastern railroad cross 
the fool of University street to tho Cun- 
adian Pacific dock. Here a large force 
of men were at work with buckets, ob- 
taining their supplies uf water from the 
river, and with the greatest exertion 
succeeded in preventing the fire from 
crossing these trestles and burning the 
docks to the north. A bucket brigade, 
made up of about men, extended 
from the water front to the corner of 
University and Front street. It took 
several hours of hard work to stem the 
tide of the Humes at the north end, but 
by 8:30 p.m. all danger of a spread in 
that direction wus practically at an end, 
and the residents of North Seattle begun 
to breathe easier and to thank God thai 
they would not be burned out of house 
acid" home. The firemen performed 
wonders iu checking the flames at this 
point when it was considered that there 
wus not a drop of water in the hydrants 
at their command. 

ALONG THE WHARVES. 

'I'he tire spread with great rapidity to 
the water from, sweeping every thing in 
its steady advance toward the south. 
A five o'clock Yesler's wharf took fire 
and it was a few minutes only until the 
entire wharf was consumed. 

The flames swept on, increased in vio- 
lence by the .swelling wind. A squad of 
several hundred men, commanded by 
Mayor Moran and 11. W. McNeill, ill 
the ( begun Improvement ( 'ompany, com- 
menced tearing down the wooden build 
ings on the north side of Yesler avenue 
from the Post -Intelligencer building ti- 
the foot of the street. They succeeded 
iu tearing down nearly all of the build 
ings, but it wus of no avail, for the 
Barnes crept up to the scattered ruins 
and then leaped across the street, con- 
suming everything in their way. .And 
then commenced a fearful and destruc- 
tive blaze. 

The steamer Ancon, Capt. Wallace, 
was lying at the ocean dock, and when 
it was found that the wharf was doomed 
the captain had everything on the dock 
taken on hoard bis vessel. Al.-o a con 
siderable amount of private property 
which had been taken on the wharf 
from the stores on the south side of 
Yesler avenue. When the vessel was 
loaded to its utmost capacity it steuttied 
out into the harbor. 

In the meantime the steamer Mexico, 
which was lying at the city dock, was 
loading with merchandise brought from 
the stores by the drays, and after tak- 
ing all the vessel would hold from tin- 
wharf, it steamed into tho harbor. 

The entire shipping in the harbor, 
having plenty of time to do so, pulled 
out into the stream, and it is well it did 
so, for every wharf from the foot of 
Union street to Jackson was consumed. 

Among the ships iu port, were the 
steamship Ancon, Capt. Wallace; steam- 
ship Spartan, Capt. Puliteo; steamship 
Mexico, Capt. Huntington; the Palmyra 
and many other ships and smaller ves- 
sels, the names of which it was impos- 
sible to learn. 

The crafl in I ho harbor did much 
good work, and by their timely assist- 
ance waved a great deal of property. 
Amongst these were the steamer Ooliah. 
Blnkely; Mastick, Henry Bui ley; Wash 
ington, nnd the schooner Teaser. 

BARRIERS 8WEIT A WAV. 

Meanwhile the tempest of flume wus 
steadily sweeping down Front street. 

The Yesler- Leary building resisted 
the flames for a long lime, but the in- 
sidious enemy finally entered from tin.' 
rear, and having once gained an ent- 
rance spread through the entire build- 
ing like a flash. The walls of the Sun 
Francisco, Ponciu, Union nnd Merch- 
ants' bunk blocks hud barely fallen in 
when the topmost pinnacle of the big 
Yesler- l.eury building became tho fiery 
centre of the column of destruction. 

'I'he Post-Intelligencer building on 
Yesler avenue to the west of the Yes- 
ler-Leary building was licked up in a 
trice by the flames, which limn walked 
with steady march along the wooden 
row towards \ esler dock. 

On . luiiies ami Second streets the lire 
had destroyed every building up to the 
Butler block by twenty minutes past tl 
o'clock. 

IIURNING OF Tin: OCCIDENTAL. 

'I'he Occidental hotel then stood in 
the only barrier between the llames and 
the sawdust Hats, the most populous 
portion of the city. For a time it up- 
poured us if the huge triangle of brick 
and alone would stand the storm und 
aid in conquering the lire. A line of 
hose was passed io the roof; but again 
the water supply failed and the firemen 
stood holding the impotent hose, while 
the Haines jumped across the narrow 
street and touched cornice and window 

Bill, Within ten minutes the entire 

north side of the big hotel was a sh'eetof 
lire. 

HELl' FROM TAi'OMA. 

A yell und a cheer at this tiino an- 
nounced the arrival of the hose team 
from Tacomo, Dispatches had been 
sent ut .'! o'clock to Tucomn, Port 
Townsond and Portland for assistance. 
The Tucomans had answered promptly 
to the cull und about forty men with u 
hose curl und 800 feet of hose started 
from Tacoinu on a special train, which 
mude the trip in fifty-eight minutes. 
They pulled up to, Second street, where 
they luid several linen and did splendid 



work in checking the progress of the 
llames toward the east. 

'I'he frame Butler block caught at 
exactly the suiue time that theOccidentul 
did. The lire passed through the hotel, 
reached the other side iu less than ten 
minutes, und then with a bound seized 
the other side ol Yesler avenue. 

The column of fire now extended along 
Yesler avenue from South Third street 
to the water front, moving along toward 
the south with terrible regularity, lick- 
ing up the flimsy buildings as it they 
had been paper. ' 

SPREADING EASTWARD. 

The fire hud been spreading to the 
east meanwhile. John ( 'ollin's residence, 
after a bitter light, succumbed to the 
Humes, but the Mallory house adjoining 
wus saved. Trinity church und the 
I residence of -the dean caught from tl^-ing 
brands aud soon fell iu ruins. The little 
house on the triangle in front of the 
court house was torn down by the hook 
und ladder crew und this wus the means 
of suving tho county buildings und check- 
ing the progress of the llames beyond 
Third street. H. L. Yesler's line resi- 
dence was saved by wet blankets and 
carpets being spread over the roof. 

The prisoners hud been removed from 
tho city jail beforo the fire crossed 
Yesler avenue, and were guarded by a 
pose of armed men ut the court house. 
United States Marshal Hamilton hud all 
the United States prisoners ready to 
march them to safety if occasion de- 
manded, and Sheriff McGraw marched 
most of the county prisoners, heavily 
ironed and closely guarded, to the 
Armory. 

ACROSS VK.SI.KK AVENBR. 

To the south of Yesler avenue the 
flames moved across South Third street, 
licked up the city hull, which fell in 
with a crash before the lire had burned 
the tower which surmounted it. The 
row of Japanese and Chinese houses be- 
low it vanished in less than the time it 
takes to tell the story, and at 7 o'clock 
not a building was standing to the north 
of Washington and west of South Fourth 
street, south to the Yesler avenue. The 
Catholic church wus saved with greatest 
difficulty. 

Streight to the south with even front 
moved the terrible wall of flume. Main 
street wus reuehed at 7 o'clock. The 
Squire brick checked the tire a moment 
and then added to its intensity. The 
roadways, all built on piles, caught on 
fire aud burned ahead of the buildings 
in many instances making escape difti- 
cull. 

ESCAPED WITH THEIR LIVES. 
Iu the district south of Yesler avenue 
there were over loll hotels and lodging 
houses. The inmates of these places es- 
caped with their lives und what they 
won- and considered themselves fortun- 
ate. The Scuttle Transfer company 
saved its teams aud many of its vehicles. 
South of Yesler avenue the walls of 
Scliwqbacher Bros., Harrington & 
Smith's, Dexter, Horton & Go's, Lewin 
& Go's brick nnd stone buildings, nil 
with part of their contents destroyed, 
are the only standing monuments of this 
busy mart of yesterday. The Arlington 
hotel made a very rapid tire, and several 
guests who attempted to suve valuables 
narrowly escaped being burned to 
death. 

A TERRIULE SIGHT. 

At 7:30 o'clock tin- sight, from in front 
of the court house was magnificently 
terrible. The entire flat below Yesler 
avenue was u sea of flame, wit h the 
streams of fire along Front street, .show- 
ing through ruined walls, us tributaries. 
The setting sun showed blood-red 
through a cloud of smoke, and t he air 
was bo surcharged with heat that respir- 
ation became difficult. The firemen, 
realizing the futility of lighting the lire 
on the flat, turned their attention to- 
ward cheeking the lire on the east. 

At 8 o'clock tho wall of fire reached 
the water front, leaving utter ruin and 
desolation behind it. Every wharf, 
every dock, the coal bunkers, the mills, 
nnd everything thut could burn, was 
destroyed to its foundation. 

Till: BURNED DISTRICT, 
'file burned district includes forty blocks 
or eighty acres exclusive of the water 
front, which comprises about twenty 
blocks or forty acres more, making the 
total acreage of the devastated territory 
1-0. Beginning ul the foot of Uni- 
versity street the boundary of the dis- 
trict runs east to Front street, thence 
south half way to Spring streel, and 
then east again to Second street; along 
Second street to James; up James to 
Third, and thence along South Third 
btreet to the water's edge. In this 
immense territory not single building 
escaped the fury of the llames. 

SOTES. 

About thirty arrests were made by 
the police and militia of those engaged 
in pilfering. 

A row of trees oil the east side of 
Second street, opposite the Colonial 
block undoubtedly saved thai Structure 
from destruction. 

Postmaster Brooks hud everything 
ready to move out of the Boston block if 
occasion required. 

A plucky woman stood on the top of 
the Colonial block und helped to save it. 

I ',-ed. Spencer, of Port Townsend, 
carried a woman out of the McKenzie 
lodging house and saved her ut the peril 
of his life. 

'I'he county prisoners were returned 
to jail from the armory before midnight. 
A Chinaman, who was a trusty, escaped. 
The city prisoners were divided between 
the county jail und the temporary 
wooden jail. The former had fifty in- 
mates and the latter about seventy. 

Af o'clock a mini wus seen currying 
lire hi anils across the alley between 
South Third und South Fourth streets 
near Yesler avenue, He was settinj: 
flic to a house that hud escaped the 
flames when u special policeman com- 
menced shooting at him. To avoid tho 
shots he dodged into the house he had 
fired and never came out. He wus 
doubtless burned to death. While tho 
Occidental was burning Officer James 
Campbell saw n man attempting lo get 
into the Puget Sound National Bunk by 
the back entrance. He ordered him to 
stop und the man drew a revolver. The 
officer took it away from him and led 
him toward the county jail. At South 
Fourth street the man struck the police- 
mull iu the face, knocked him down und 
ran. The officer fired three shots at 
him, and brought him to a standstill. 
This gave rise to a report thai a man 
had been killed by an officer. 

The coal bunkers were burning at one 
o'clock. In the old bunkers there were 
150 tons, and in the new bunkers 150 
tons. 

I'he damage to the electric and cable 
roads will ailiOtmi lo about $30,000. 

Sixty-three safes were counted in tin 
ruins south of Yesler avenue ai 12 
o'clock, Most of them seemed iinini 
paired. Fully three times thut number 
w ill be found north of the avenue. 

Colonel Haines called out the militia 
ut ."> o'clock. Company B was stationed 
on Third street,, und Company D mi 
Sncpnd street, The militia worked in 
harmony with the special police an. I did 
excellent picket duty. Ai 1 o'clock 
Captain Curr relieved Company B and 
the special police Company D. 

Judge Hahford adjourned district 
court and gave the jury iu the Evans 
murder trial into the custody of u 
buililf, who allowed them lo separate. 

A negro who wus caught in the act of 
stealing was knocked down by o blow 
on the head with an axe. He was then 
carried to jail. 

The fine law library of Burke * Hal- 
ler was saved. StrUve, Haines: k Me 



Mieken, (ten. J. B, Metcalf and a num- 
ber of other attorneys lost their exten- 
sive libraries. 

A volunteer fireman who was on top 
of the Boyd block when it was en- 
veloped is supposed to be burned to 
death. All uvwnues of escape were 
clogged, and us a lust resort, the man 
jumped, alighting, as it is feared, in the 
midst of the Haines. 

Two young ladies were seen to enter 
the Denny block when the tire was 
raging fiercely, and a gentleman who 
Watched for their return lor a quarter 
of nn hour, stated in the evening that 
they did not return. There was no 
other exit but, the front entrance. 

Chief Butterfield, mounted on a 

horse, superintended the movements id' 
over 100 special police. 

A thief snatched u purse from a wo- 
man on Second street. He was chased 
by an excited mob to Occidental square, 
where he was captured. The mob 
wanted to hang him, but the officers 
succeeded in landing him in jail. 

The offices in the Kora building were 
nearly all emptied of their contents. 

Nearly all the tenants iu the Yesler- 
Leary building saved most of their 

books and papers. 

The abstractors in the bricks along 
Front street saved nearly all their 
books. 

F. M. Cordon, a young man who 
came to Seattle from Maine a few days 
ago, at 2 o'clock Thursday afternoon 
invested $2,500, all the money he hud in 
the world, in Avery Kirke iX Lansing's 
business. An hour later his investment 
had gone up in smoke. 

Enough of the plant of the Post-In- 
telligencer was saved to insure the un- 
interrupted continuance of its publica- 
tion. Its press was destroyed und yestei - 
day's edition wus printed on a small job- 
ber. The office for the pt'CSOIll is at the 
northwest corner of Fourth and Co- 
lumbia streets. 

Josinh Collins, Jr., the chief of the 
tire department, was in San Francisco. 

'I'he funds, bonds und papers, ami all 
valuables of tho First National bank- 
were removed to a place of safety. 

The scenes und incident.-; during the 
progress of the tire beggar description. 
The wildest excitement was manifested 
by all. The merchants along Front 
street where t he tire first began, hired 
teams and liuiny moved tin- goods from 
their stores to Commercial street and to 
points uhmg the water from, in a ma- 
jority of instances the teamsters wore 
inclined to be reasonable and saved a 
great many goods. The bulk of the 
goods suved were those that were hauled 
to vacantb iu the north cud of the town. 

The headquarters of the mayor nnd 
civil authorities and the First regiment 
National Guard, will beat the armory 
hereafter. 

Dan Sullivan succeeded in reselling a 
child from the lodging bouse on Wash- 
ington street, between Commercial and 
South Second, who had been deserted 
by its mother. The building was on 
tire at the time, and Mr. Sullivan had a 
narrow escape. 

At the Merchants National bank all 
the papers, books, moneys mid every- 
thing of value wus placed iu the vaults 
of tlie Seattle Safe Deposit C mpuny, 
which are located in the basement of the 
building. 

All of the records of Justice Miller's 
court were destroyed. ThocitA records 
were nearly all saved by Cleric Ferris 
and his deputy. The county records 
were made ready for removal but I his 
was rendered unnecessary. Justice 
Rivers saved all the records of his 
court 

On call of Mayor Moran u meeting of 
citizens was culled ut the court house at 
8 o'clock. The following citizens' com- 
mittee wus appointed to swear in special 
police and look after the welfare of the 
city in conjunction with the police nnd 
militia: D. A. McKenzie, chairman; 1). 
K. Durie, Douglass Young, Frank 
Sydel, N. li. Colt, D. 0'Harn, P. W. 
Rochester, secretary, T. II. Dempsey, 
Alfred Carton, C. B. Nichols, C. H. 
Kittinger, P.Corcoran. The committee 
swore in about, 200 special officers, who 
did very effective work. 



(From our Own Correspondent.) 

The residential portion of the city is 
virtually untouched, the lire having 
been almost entirely confined to the 
business quarters. The board and lodg- 
ing houses, the hotels und restaurants, 
are all consumed, und tho.se who were 
without a place to lay their hr-udr, con- 
sist almost entirely of the boarding and 
floating population. A number ot fami- 
lies are houseless, und yesterday morn- 
ing they were seated here und there 
along the streets watching their effects 
and endeavoring to make the best of the 
situation. There is no actual want, 
though undoubtedly many have lost 
everything they possessed iu this world. 
Prompt measures were taken by the au- 
thorities to have food prepared for all 
who needed it. 

In the desire to save some of the 
effects from destruction, goods were 
roughly bundled, und here und there 
were pianos with broken legs and cases, 
while everything wus piled pro- 
miscuously. No one was al- 
lowed to remove anything with- 
out the order ol tin- authorities. 
Steep figures were asked by draymen for 
their services. One instance is related 
where a citizen gave $75 for removing 
some 'valuables, Only a portion wen- 
taken in the first. loud, when the dray- 
man returned for the remainder he was 
offered $100 by anothor and took it. 
leaving his former customer's goods to 
the flames. A lawyer succeeded in sav 
ing Ids library ami papers, hiring seve- 
ral men to remove them to a dray. It 
is -aid that there wus more fire and 
eloquence in his appeal to them to hustle 
than he ever before had exhibited. 

Bet ween live and sLx iu the morning 
tin- milk waggons from the country ami 
the bakers' wagons stood at the corner:, 
of the streets, along Second, where tin 
crowds were gathered watching their 
goods or surveying the desolation, and 
all who were hungry could BCCliro cake., 
and bread and pure milk at a nominal 
cost . 

I'he best of order prevailed owinf 
to the excellent arrangements ol 
the authorities. The militia patrolled 
in companies of live and six, while sen- 
tries marched between blocks, or stood 
guard at the corners of streets and pre- 
vented the people from passing into tin 
burnt district. Special constables und 
the regular police were numerous, and 
tin summary justice dealt out lo offend 
ers during the previous night kept the 
vicious from indulging in thieving or 
rioting. 

Perhaps not fully realizing the extent 
of the catastrophe, or more likely from 
the undaunted spirit of enterprise evei 
shoiui by tin- Seuttleitcs, there wen 
few who were downcast, They de 
plorod the fan- which hud overtaken 

their city, but asserted their detcrmi 
nation to begin anew and build a bottoi 
town than they hud before, Already 

some hud commenced the construction 
ol new buildings, while gangs of work 

men were employed in clearing tho do 

bris from the streets. The electric light. 

eloetricandcablest reef railway companies 
the telephone and telegraph componiei 
were at work at an early hour yesterday 
repairing wires und tracks for business. 
Restaurants were started in tents, and 
lunch counters formed from signboards, 
The lending men all expressed their in- 
tention of rebuilding ut once, ami 
thott ih the task w ill be one of nmnj 
mouths duration, they intend to make 
the new Seattle a bettor city than the 
old. 

Tq understand the extent of the ruin 
wrought by I he lire, Victorians can 



imagine with what dismay they would 
look upon the total destruction of every 
building from Jamos Bay to Rock Buy 
bridge and from nil west of Douglas 
street lo tin- water front. This perhaps" 
would equal the burnt district of 
Scuttle. Several old Victorians are 
losers in the tire. 15. C. Neufelder, of 
Sohwabucker & Co., slated to The Colo- 
nist representative that their loss 
would foot, up to half u million dollars. 
Only a small wharf and warehouse re- 
mained to thein, but in this yesterday 
morning the firm were transacting a 
rushing business. The C.P.N. Co. are 
heavy losers from burned haggago and 
freight, and the destruction of their 
warehouse. Cupt. O'Brien, of tho 
Premier, who hud stored all his house- 
hold and personal effects in tho ware- 
house, loses a couple of thousand dol- 
lars. The Borde Bros, wero burned 
out. Hamm (formerly of the Poodle 
Dog) places his loss at $15,000. W. 
Biggar, of this city, who was in Seattle 
taking orders for pictures, lost all his 
outfit. J. W. McLcod, of Earle & Co., 
lost most of his personal effects but 
saved his books and papers. 10. L. 
Shannon is a considerable loser. 

Not realizing the danger, many people 
remained in the buildings until "the tire 
hud almost overwhelmed them. A 
number hud to jump from the windows, 
and the arms and legs of several people 
were broken. A number are supposed 
to have perished, but it was impossible 
to learn details. Only a search through 
tho ruins will confirm the reports. 

The weather fortunately remained 
bright and clear, and those who were 
compelled to sleep out of doors did not 
sillier from cold during the previous 
night. 

The eo.d bunkers are destroyed; anil 
tin- water supply cut off from tlie water 
front. Steamers hud to go to Freeport, 
ueross the bay for water, und bring 
furl from ot her points. 

The steamers from Tacoma and other 
pluees brought crowds of visitors to the 
scene, und yesterday morning the 
streets were thronged 'with people. 

Mayor Moran issued an order that 
all persons found on tin- streets after S 

o'clock, without the countersign, would 
be placed under arrest. All persons 
found stealing will be arrested, and if 
they resist, will be summarily dealt 
with. All saloons were ordered closed 
under penalty of a forfeiture of license. 
All persons are prohibited from selling 
liquor until further orders.

BUBNED SEATTLE. 

Seattle has met with a terrible mis- 
fortune. Tho busy, thriving city of two 
days ago is now a few heaps of ashes. 
Millions worth of valuable property 
have been destroyed, and hundreds 
whoso prospects forty-eight hours ago 
were bright nre now without a dollar in 
the world. We all sympathise with 
those who have met with this sudden 
and unloolted for reverse. But from 
what wo have seen and heard they hear 
their misfortune bravely. There is no 
idle lamenting in Seattle. The citi- 
zens do not waste time in deploring 
thoir losses. Before the ashes of their 
establishments were cold Seattle's busi- 
ness men wore taking measures to erect 
new buildings, and to collect fresh 
stock. There are pluck and elasticity 
iu these men whioh will enable them to 
build a new Seattle in a very short 
time. A week will not be allowed to 
pass before the workmen will bo swarm- 
ing over the burned area preparing the 
foundations of new establishments 
which bhall be bet ter and larger than 
the old. 

Although there have boon so many 
buildings consumed there is, it is said, 
very little distress. As the tire did not 
reach the residential part, of the city 
those only who were in the hotels and 
boarding houses are shelterless. The want 
of a roof for a few nights at this season 
of tho year and in this lino climate is at 
worst only an inconvenience. But there 
are no doubt some in the burned city 
who need help and these ought to bo 
provided for. We are quite certain 
that tho citizens of Victoria will quickly 
and cheerfully lend their afHioted neigh- 
bors a helping hand as soon as they find 
that their assistance is needed. We are 
pleased to hear that the Mayor has nl- 
roady taken measures to raise a sum for 
the relief of those who require it. He 
will only have to opon his list to get all 
he want.-- 



C NADA'S DESTINY. 

The North American Review for June 
contains an article from the pen of Mr. 
Erastus Wiman entitled "What is tho 
destiny of Canada ? " which shows quite 
clearly what that gentleman's object is 
in advocating commercial union between 
tho United States and Canada. Tho 
article, too, shows that Mr. Wiman's 
sympathies are more with the United 
States than with Canada. He- sets out 
by saying that eight out of ten United 
States citizens have reached tho conclu- 
sion that Canada ought to belong to the 
United States. This object should, they 
hold, be achieved by peaceable means. 
According to Mr. Wiman our neighbors 
have no desire to annex us by conquest, 
though in his opinion wo have given 
them sufficient provocation to justify 
their assuming an unfriendly attitude 
towards this country. Hb says: 

"In the event of a war with England, 
public sentiment (in the United States) 
-would entirely change, and Canada 
would then be the buttle ground. It 
might even happen that a persistence by 
the Canadian Government in a nagging 
and unfriendly policy afi shown in the 
harsh and antiquated interpretation of 
the Fishery Treaty, tho constant invita- 
tion to retaliation by acts of bad neigh- 
borhood, by hostile tariffs and other ir- 
ritating influences might work tip a 
sentiment in the United States that 
would demand the rapture of Canada." 

He. - u Mr. Wiman shows that he is 
much more American than Canadian. 
Wo cannot aeo how any unprejudiced 
person can como to the conclusion that 
Canada has pursued a nagging and an 
unfriendly policy towards the United 
States. This country has invariably 
boon friendly and accommodating in its 
intercourse with its big neighbor, and 
oven when it was exacting and un- 
reasonable the attitude of Canada has 
been conciliatory. The United States 
chose to take offence at tho sympathy 
folt for tho South by the people of Great 
Britain, and in a pet put an end to the 
first reciprocity treaty, which was work- 
ing advantageously for both countries. 
Canadians did not resout this, but 
quietly and 4olf- reliant ly took measures 
to got along without reciprocity, and 
they were tolerably successful. They 
were, however, ready to enter into any 
other reason;!. In arrangement, and did 
what they could I I facilitate the nego- 
tiations of the Washington Treaty. 
The fishery clauses of this treaty wore 
abrogated at the instance of tho United 
States, not of Canada, To show that 
no resentment w (is Foil by this country, 
its authorities permitted the Unite 1 
States fishermen to exercise the rights 
v. lib li I hey enjoyed under that treaty for 
months after the date of the abrogation 



of its fishery clauses by the United 
States, and this they did merely 
to save those interested iu tiie fisheries 
from loss and inconvenience, without 
any compensation whatever. This did 
not look like "nagging" or "unfriendli- 
ness." When in order to put an end 
to the dispute about the iisherios it was 
proposed to enter into a new treaty the 
Canadian Government wus ready to 
make all reasonable concessions. It did 
not insist upon "a harsh ami antiquated 
interpretation of the fishery treaty" of 
1818. Quite tho contrary, it was wil- 
ling to do what was fair and friendly 
and did all that was necessary to como 
to what was admitted to be an equita- 
ble agreement. This agreement after it 
had received the approbation of the 
President of the United States and the 
commissioners which he had appointed 
to negotiate it, was torn into shreds, 
not by the Canadian Parliament, but by 
tho Senate of the United States. 

Mr. Wiman shows what spirit he is 
of by adopting the language of Ameri- 
can demagogues who, for a political 
purpose, previous to the last presiden- 
tial election, did their best to create a 
prejudice against Canada in the United 
States, because she is a British colony 
He in another part of his article, imi 
tnting the Yankee politicians of the 
Frye school, says s "There are those 
who think that a policy of retaliation— 
for which Canada has afforded abuud 
ant justification— would starve tin 
Dominion into submission." What was 
this abundant justification ? Was it be- 
cause Canadians are industrious, ener 
getic and enterprising, and are more 
formidable competitors to the would-be 
monopolists on tho other side of tho line 
than thoy calculated upon. This is the 
only "justification" that Canadians 
over given for a policy or" so called re- 
taliation. And wo have a notion that 
this policy was not acted upon after it 
was threatened— for campaigning pur- 
poses also — because it was found to bo i 
two-edged weapon that would hurt 
those who wielded it qttito as much as it 
did those against whom its blows were 
directed, 

Mr. Wiman docs not believe that 
Canadians are just now prepared for an- 
nexation. There is a large number of 
Canadians who are deeply attached to 
the Mother Country, and who prefer 
British connection to union with the 
United States. He thinks that circum- 
stances are leading Canadians to look to 
tho United States for deliverance from 
some of the evils of which they com- 
plain, but the Roman Catholics of Que- 
bec and the Orangemen of Ontario would 
offer a strong and for a long time an ef- 
fective opposition to annexation, Great 
Britain, too, ho believes would be most 
reluctant to permit Canada to unite po- 
litically with the United States. She 
would naturally put obstacles in tho 
way of such a consummation. He 
suggests that the opposition may 
l>e successfully met by an appeal to the 
pocket. And here Mr. Wiman's scheme 
for commercial union conies in. W hy 
thisscheme was started is seen from the 
following passage : 

" But life is too short for either of 
these policies (retaliation and rigid and, 
perhaps, offensive indifference) to work 
out a union of the English -speaking 
people on this continent in one' day. 
IVlth this conception in view a move- 
ment in favor of commercial union be- 
tween tho two countries has been for 
some time making steady progress on 
both sides of the border." 

It will be remembered that it was de- 
clared by t lie advocates of commercial 
union that it was not only not intended 
as a preliminary to annexation, but that 
it would work so as to prevent the pos- 
sibility of annexation. Now that the 
motive for concealment no longer cv- 
ists, Mr. Wiman is very frank indeed. 
This is what he thinks would he the 
way in which Commercial Union will 
work : 

" An open market for her minerals, 
her vast fishing possibilities and enor- 
mous timber resources, with other stores 
of wealth, would soon beget on immi- 
gration into Canada of Americans and 
their followers that might so change the 
political complexion of the country that 
within two or three Parliaments she 
might find an outcome in an altered 
d jstiny . . . So that through Com- 
mercial Union some will seo a short cut 
to annexation, while to others it indefin- 
itely postpones it. " 

But whatever may be the destiny of 
Canada, it is as certain as anything in 
this uncertain world can be, that it will 
not arrive at it through commercial 
union. Mr. Wiman gives the reason 
himself while discussing the objection 
which Great Britain will have to such a 
anion when it is seriously proposed. 
A zollverein between Canada and the 
United Stales involves discrimination 
against Great Britain. 

"It is oven going a step further," 
\Ir \\ iman 3-:iyB ; be- vast if the tariff 
under the proposed Continental Com- 
mercial Union is to lie regulated any- 
where, it must be at Washington; so 
■hat in tho event of the Canadian Parlia- 
ment passing a bill for Commercial 
Union with the United States tho spec- 
tacle would be presented of Congress 
fixing the rate of duty which shall pro- 
vail hereafter in nearly one-half of the 
British Empire as against the goods 
manufactured in another portion of tl 
Empire. " 

We mistake the spirit of Canadians 
'.■really if such a spootaole as that is 
overseen. Canadians -value their free- 
dom and thoir independence altogethoi 
too highly ever to agree to any arrange- 
ment which will permit of their being 
taxed by a body in which they are 
not fully and fairly represented, 
1'hey will never consent to be de- 
pendent upon the United Slates for 
i public revenue, [f the advan- 
tages of commercial union were ton 
limes as groat as they are represented 
to he, Canadians would never accept 
them on such humiliating conditions, 

Mr. Wiman seems to think that An- 
nexation or Independence is the Destiny 

of Canada. It ii quite clear that he 
favors annexation though he spoaks in 
glowing terms of the " New Canadian 
Republic."

London, Juno 0. — A lire in the vil- 
lage of Libieonsch, near Ratiboni 
Prussian Silesia, yesterday, destroyed 
105 houses, including the village church 
and vicarage. Woven hundred of the 
villagers are rendered homeless. 

ThUMtier storm In l.oinlun. 

London, June G. — A tremendous 
thunder storm passed over London to- 
day.

The French Secret Service. 

PARIS, Juno ti.— In the deputies to- 
day, when the government's secret ser- 
vice estimates came up for consider- 
ation, M, Dreyfus moved to increase to 
£120,000 tho estimates presented by the 
minister. In a speech advocating the 
increase; he pointed out that it had 
only just been revealed that Germany 
had expended money for tho purchase 
of an English newspaper. This, he 
said, showed that Qornia'uy did not rely 
on cannon balk alone in her war against 
France. If France was not to be 
left helplessly behind in the race, 
the government must pass .means to 
light Germany with her own weapons, 
if such a Course wore doomed advisable. 
At anyrate, the chamber would not do 
it* whole duty it it restricted expendi- 
tures for the defence of tho country, 
merely to an outlay for arms and arma- 
ment. M. Spuller, minister of foreign 
affairs, stated that if the chamber saw 
fit to voto a larger sum than was asked 
with the objcot of aiding the diplomacy 
of Franco, tho government would not re- 
fuse it. After considerable debate, the 
resolution to increase tho secret service 
vote was referred to a committee. 

A Scene lu tbe Deputies. 
Paris, June 6.— An exciting scone oc- 
curred in the deputies to-day, wheu 
Ferry rose to speak on the education 
budget. Mourners of the Right rose as 
one man and shouted and shrieked until 
they became hoarse. Fern remained 
standing in his place, coolly >■ iiiting for 
an opportunity to bo heard, but his ene- 
mies kept up the cry "Tile blood tin 
Tontjuin dead choke you," while in 
suits of tin; coarsest nature wen 
hurled at him fast and thick.

THE ALASKA BOUNDAHY. 

Bow the Line Between Alaska ntul British 
Columbia Will he Surveyed. 

• San Francisco, June 3.— As has been 
before stated, the last Congress appro- 
priated §^ r ),000 and 820,000 respective- 
ly to the use of the United States coast 
and geodotic survey, to bo used in es- 
tablishing tho boundary line between 
Alaska and British Columbia. 

The two expeditions are now ready to 
start from hero on the arrival of t ho 
Alaska Commercial Company's steamer 
Bertha, which is expected every day. 
One is under the command of J, E. Me- 
Grath, and the other under that ol J. 
H, Turner. 

McGrath takes one party, composed 
of himself and one assistant, .1 physician 
and seven hands, 

Ho will go to the intersection of the 
141st meridian with the Yukon river. 
Here an astronomical station will be 
established to determine the latitude 
of tho place. The principal work will 
be to establish the longitude by means 
of chronometers, moon occulations and 
eliminations; also, to determine the con- 
stituents of tho magnetic force. Topo- 
graphical surveys in the vicinity of the 
station will be made, and tho boundary 
traced as far north and south as pos- 
sible. 

Turner's party will do the same work 
at bin station, which will be at the in- 
tersection of tho 111st meridian and 
Porcupine river. His party will be the 
same in size as McGarth's. 

During the winter Turner proposes to 
go by dog sledges along the boundary to 
the Arctic occtin. 

J. C. Russell, of tho United States 
geological. survey, will accompany the 
expedition. He -litis not yet decided 
which of tho two parties lie will accom- 
pany. However, whorover ho goes, he 
will moke scientific researches, so ns to 
he able to report on the geological form 
atlon, of tho country. He will also 
maks a collection of specimens relating 
to natural history and ethnography, 
Which lie will prtunii l to tin iNational

Seattlb, Wash., June 7. — Tho seeno 
of utter desolation, isolated naked 
walls, and charred debris, covers an 
area of fully 120 acres, yet the contents 
of the vaults and safes of all tho banks 
have not been injured. This means a 
reduction of about $1,500,000, it is esti- 
mated, from the total loss in the burnt 
district. However, there is not a wall 
which wiil not have to bo batteroddown. 
The tire made a clean sweop from 
Union street, on the north, tho lino 
separating the ruins running along 
Front street to .Seneca, thence angling 
across to Second; following Second to 
Vesler avenue; theiieo out of YesUr 
avenue to South Fourth street, and 
thence to South Fifth Btroot on the 
water front and near the gas works.
